All voters have received sample ballots with voting locations 
indicated. 


Red China flag 
flying over U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS ( U P I i- The 
red flag of Communist China was 
hoisted for the first time today 
outside the United Nations, and 
diplomatic 
sources 
said 
Peking 
would move rapidly to assume its 
position as the fifth world power at 
the U.N. 
The red flag, bearing five gold 
stars, was listed as that of ' China. 
People s Republic Of." A number of 
police cars were dispatched to the 
area but no protesters showed up as 
expected to denounce the Commu­ 
nists. 
Although Peking is expected to 
move quickly to establish itself in 
the United Nations U.N. sources 
said Peking still had not said exactly 
what day its representatives would 
arrive, or supplied a name list. 
U.S. Ambassador George Bush, 
who 
lost 
his 
fight 
to 
retain 
Nationalist China’s seat 
in 
the 
United Nations, predicted Sunday 
that admission of Peking would 
bring about a “ triangulation of 
power' in the U.N. 


Bush, 
speaking 
on 
ABC-TV’s 
“ Issues and Answers," said the 
triangulation would involve Peking, 
Washington 
and 
Moscow 
and 
predicted that Communist China 
would champion the third world 
( developing nations i or attempt to. 


Whether "low key" or “high key," 
sources close to Peking said, the 
People's Republic was determined 
to have a voice— and make its 
policy known—in the current session 
of the General Assembly and in its 
decisions. 


Specifying this policy, the New

gave 
a 
first 
hint 
of 
Peking's intention to take the lead in 
the group of developing nations. 


It said the United States and the 
Soviet Union were losing ground in 
trying to manipulate the United

Faster reduction of 
interest rates sought 


WASHINGTON (UPIi - Arthur 
F. Burns said today the Federal 
Reserve Board wouid press for a 
speed-up in reduction of mortgage 
and consumer interest rates, but 
opposes any arbitrary ceilings on 
interest costs. 


Testifying 
before 
the 
House 
Banking 
Committee, 
the 
FED 
chairman said a new committee he 
has created would concentrate on 
lower 
mortgage 
and 
consumer 
credit transactions in the months 
ahead. He said the group would 
“ frown 
u p o n " 
any 
upw ard 
movement of rates. 


The Burns committee was set up 
to work out a voluntary program to 
regulate interest rates which are not 
subject to controls, as are wages, 
prices and rents. 


Burns testified that many interest 
rates such as on homes and on 
consumer credit do not fall as 
rapidly as other interest charges.

Will U.S. have foreign aid? 


WASHINGTON

Passman. D-La., who for

foreign aid. predicted today that 
Congress will revive some form of 
the aid program which the Senate 
voted Friday to abolish. 
“ I never have believed you could 
stop it overnight," Passman said. 
Speaking to a reporter as the 
White 
House 
and 
Republican 
congressional 
leaders 
marshaled 
forces to continue the program 
beyond 
the 
scheduled 
Nov. 
15 
expiration. Passman said: 
You re going to have a foreign 
aid bill. It won't be the bill the 


House wants. It won t be the bill the 
Senate wants. It won t be the bill the 
President wants. But you're going to 
have a bill." 
Passman, chairman of a House 
appropriations subcommittee that 
has jurisdiction over foreign aid 
funding, noted that he traditionally 
has 
been 
in 
the 
forefront 
of 
congressional critics of the $143 
billion in foreign aid the United 
States has distributed since World 
War II. 
“You "ve got projects 40. 60, 80 per 
cent complete. If you just stop it all 
goes down the drain," Passman 
said. 


The White House noted Sunday 
that d the program, which provides 
about half of all U.S. foreign aid. 
died Nov. 15 there would not be 
funds even to keep administrative 
offices open 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh 
Scott said Senate rejection of the bill 
was reckless and had left foreign 
l e a d e r s 
"pret t y 
g e n e r a l l y 
appalled " 
“The Senate has denied to this 
President what it would not think of 
denying to any other President in 
the

plainclothes policemen today in a

Army sources said they believed 
the kiilers were members ol the 
outlawed Irish Republican Army 
(IRA i, 
which 
has

responsibility for a shooting and 
bombing 
campaign 
directed 
at 
security forces in the province. The 
killings came shortly after a bomb 
explosion demolished the ground 
floor of a busy oil ice building in the 
City Center. Another bomb exploded 
in a crowded department store in 
Armagh during lunch, hospitalizing 
two shoppers, the army said 
The 
spokesman 
said 
the 
two 
gunmen followed the policemen into 
the store in Andersonstown, sprayed 
them with machinegun fire and 
escaped 
No one else was injured in the 
incident. The policemen were not 
immediately identified. 
The killings brought the death toll 
in the province this year to at least 
111, including nine policemen. 
Six 
persons 
were 
rushed 
to 
hospitals afer explosives blew out 
the ground floor of the 12-story 
Fanum House building in Great 
Victoria Street, a busy shopping 
thoroughfare. 
Police threw a cordon around the 
glass-faced building, which houses 
the Belfast offices of Radio Telefis 
Eirann, the state radio-television 
network of the Irish Republic. 
There were no injuries. 
The attacks on the posts at 
Kinawley, 
Strabane and 
Belleek 
came 
24 
hours 
after 
similar 
bombing raids destroyed eight other 
customs posts along the Northern 
Ireland-Irish Republic border. The 
weekend attacks left only six posts 


still operative 
The army spokesman said an 
attack on a fifth post Sunday night 
may have been prevented by an 
eight-man army patrol which came 
under fire from gunmen on the 
Buncrana Road, not far from the 
Buncrana customs post. 


The troops returned the fire in a 
battle which lasted about one hour, 
he said. It ended when the gunmen 
fled across the border into the Irish 
Republic, the spokesman said 


The customs post bombings were 
part of a series of blasts over the 
weekend 
which 
destroyed

damaged a Belfast pub, an Armagh 
club 
and 
several 
stores 
in 
Londonderry, injuring at least seven 
civilians, the army said. 


The death 
toll 
from 
violence 
increased by four over the weekend, 
bringing to at least 109 the number 
of persons killed in the province this 
year Troops originally were called 
in in strength in August. 1969, to put 
down rioting between the majority 
Protestants and minority Roman 
Catholics. 


The weekend victims included an 
army cook killed Saturday in a bomb 
attack on his Belfast post, a private 
who died Sunday of wounds suffered 
in a machine gun attack Thursday 
on his truck, and a civilian who died

from

Thursday night in a battle with the 
army that killed another man 


The fourth weekend fatality was a 
19-year-old Protestant youth found 
bound and gagged in the Belfast 
suburb of Hannahstown with bullets 
in his head and back. Police said

celebrated

The command also reported that 19 guerrillas were 
killed and 15 captured Sunday in a skirmish 350 miles 
north of the capital, near Due Due, site of a guerrilla 
massacre of Buddhist monks and nuns earlier this 
year. 
South Vietnam observed its National Day almost 
peacefully today. The holiday marks the Nov. 1, 1963, 
overthrow of President Ngo Dinh Dien, who was slain 
the following day. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu, who was inaugurated 
to his second term in office Sunday, laid a wreath at 
the National Cemetery, 12 miles north of the capital, 


in memory of South Vietnamese soldiers killed in 
battle. 
Gen Duong Van (BigI Minh, a leader of the 1963 
coup and one of Thleu's chief rivals, issued a 
statement, saying that “ the state of the country today 
is worse than it was in 1963." 
Minh said that with an apparent shift in the world 
balance of forces, " arrangements may be favorable 
for peace in Indochina" that could be “contrary to the 
interests of the Vietnamese people. 
“ To avert this," he said, 
"We must regain our 
sovereignty, for we shall win the peace we want only 
when we have sovereignty. 
And we can have 
sovereignty only when we have the support of the 
population." 
National Day, usually marked by guerrilla rocket 
attacks on the capital, was fairly peaceful today By 
dawn only 10 guerrilla attacks had been reported

Americal Division sent to filing cabinet

the hard-luck unit that has embodied 
America's frustrations with the Vietnam 
War, is going home to the peace and quiet 
of a Pentagon tiling cabinet 
It will be a long time, however, before 
the division recovers from America s most 
unpopular war or before Vietnam gets over 
the mishaps of the Americal 
The U.S. command announced Sunday 
that 
2,980 
men 
of 
the 
Americal’s 
Headquarters Company and other 23rd 
Division combat and support units have 
started standing down. Army jargon for 
breaking up and turning into a paper unit to 
be re-activated if needed. 
The announcement was the final step in 
the piecemeal disintegration of the 23rd 


Infantry Division Americal is short for its 
World War II name. American Forces in 
New Caledonia. It marked the retirement 
the Americal’s blue arm patch four white 
stars representing the Southern Cross. 


The command announced the stand-down 
earlier in October of two of the division's 
three brigades. The third—the 196th Light 
Infantry 
Brigade 
with 
about 
5,000 
men—will 
remain 
in 
Vietnam as an 
independent force. 


The Americal seemed to attract trouble 
during its four years in Vietnam 
Nine of its men won Medals of Honor, but 
the AmericaPs most famous soldier was 
undoubtedly a short platoon leader with a 
baby face Lt William Calley. 


Galley’s Charlie Company platoon was 
blamed for the wholesale massacre of the 
civilian population of My Lai 4 hamlet on 
March 
16, 
1968. 
The 
balding 


lieutenant—whose case 
still 
is under 
review—was convicted by an Army court 
martial of killing 22 civilians at My Lai 
Charlie Company stood down a month ago. 


The 
Americal—since nicknamed 
the 
Atrocical" and “ Ameicalley" by some of 
its punsters—wound up in more hot water 


than any other unit in the war zone. 
Another 
incident 
involved 
the 
controversial 
defoliant, 
agent orange, 


which temporarily was banned by the U.S. 
Army in April, 1970, after government 


tests showed the plant killer caused birth 
defects in rats. 


Despite 
the ban, 
Americal 
soldiers 
dumped a hundred 55-gallon drums of the 
defoliant over the jungles of Quang Tin and

summer. It wasn't stopped until press 
reports revealed the unauthorized use of 
the plant killer.

Howell, 
11, a 
companion of Baker who was with him that 
same day ; and Roger Madison. 16. Sylmar, 
who was reported missing Dec. 16,1968. 
Edwards, who neighbors described to 
police as 
a pleasant, nice guy,'' told 
authorities he abducted the children to 
molest them sexuallv

Gary Wichard, no household 
name he, says he can throw 
more accurately than Sonny 
Sixkiller, has a stronger arm 
than Fran Tarkenton and 
that if you want to draw com­ 
parisons, bring up the name 
Terry Bradshaw.

is 
the 
senior 
quarterback for C. W. Post 
College on Long Island, a 
school with a football tradi­ 
tion somewhat less awesome 
than Notre Dame or even 
Slippery Rock. 
But Wichard has been the 
nation’s small college lead­ 
er in total offense for the 
first half of the 1971 season. 
Not 
only 
does 
Wichard, 
humbly, say that Wichard 
is a helluva thrower. Y. A. 
Tittle and George Paterno 
do, too. 
Tittle, now a New York 
Giant coach, saw Wichard 
when the Giants ran their 
preseason camp on the Post 
campus. Tittle watched 
Wichard launch a 75-yard 
pass or two and then said. 
“That’s the best arm I’ve 
ever seen.” 
Paterno, brother of Penn 
State coach Joe Paterno, is 
coach of the Merchant Ma­ 
rine 
Academy 
at 
King’s 
Point. Last season he was 
assistant to Duffy Daugherty 
at Michigan State. “ Wich­ 
ard,” said Paterno, “ is the 
best college quarterback in 
the U.S.A.” 
It is easy to be overlooked 
at C. W. Post, a school that 
has had football only since 
the late 1950s and. this sea­ 
son, nearly lost the team en­ 
tirely when budget cuts were 
made. 
Yet Wichard plans a pro

ard in the last three years. 
He has been led to believe 
he will be drafted high. 
“ I’d pick me before 1 
would someone like Sonny 
Sixkiller,"

One reason was size; Wich­ 
ard is bigger at 6-2, 215. 
“ And I saw Sonny throw on 
television — he doesn’t throw 
any better than I do."

House subcommittee today 
opened hearings into com­ 
plaints that professional and 
college 
football 
players

injuries on 
artificial turf than on grass 
fields.

are in use at high schools, 
colleges and professional 
football stadiums across the 
nation, and an increasing 
number of knee and ankle 
injuries have been blamed 
on the artificial turf. 
“ We certainly have had 
allegations 
from 
professional 
players that 
they regard it as an accident 
prone environment, 
said 
Chairman John E Moss, D- 
Calif., whose commerce and 
finance subcommittee has 
jurisdiction over product 
safety legislation. 
“ I don't at this moment 
say it is more or less 
dangerous than grass turf. ” 
said Moss. “ All we are 
attempting to do is gain a 
better understanding of the 
hazards that might be invol­ 
ved "

16, was startled by the sound that he

big hole in the floor of the hall.'' said young 
Parrott. 
Only later did the youth learn that his 
home had been accidentally dummy* 
Senate urged 
to improve FBI

He said the 
nonexplosive bomb hit the house “ sideways 
and on a slant. 
“ The missile went right through the 
middle of the house and crashed through 
two floors and finally stopped when it hit a 
car in the driveway near the swimming 
pool," said the judge. 
Grandmother Unhurt 
Young Parrott said he was in his 
bedroom at the time and his 80-year-old 
grandmother was at the other end of the 
house. 
“ I could hear my grandmother hollering 
and crying but I couldn t see her because 
there was so much dust and plaster in 
there," he said “ Alter I found out she was 
all right I ran and jumped into the car and 
drove to church where my father was. " 
Judge Parrott was at the nearby First 
Presbyterian church of Strawberry Plains, 
about 12 miles east of Knoxville. 
“ My son was white when he came into 
the church to get me after the thing 
crashed," he said. 
Investigation Ordered 
The navy described the object as "an 
inert training device," containing no 
explosives, designed to give the pilot the 
feel of carrying a bomb. There was no 
immediate explanation of how the device 
was triggered from the single-seat A4L jet. 
but an investigation board was convened 
Judge Parrott found little consolation in 
that 
“ I just wish it had iallen somewhere 
else." he said.

The airport board asked the council to 
apply for Federal funding to develop a 
compatible land use master plan for all 
county airports. 
— Voted to have meeting arranged 
between council and HUD officials to set 


forth a new appeal to have the council staff 
setup remain as it is. HUD has set a 
deadline for April 1. 1972, for the council’s 
staff to be divorced from the County 
Planning Department. 
— Heard report that the council’s Tech­ 
nical Advisory Committee will meet Nov. 3 
to review 11 applications from consultants 
wishing to handle second phase Public 
Services 
Allocation 
Study which has 
primary aim of studying feasibility of 
incorporation of Goleta Valley and govern­ 
ment study of Isla Vista. 
— Reelected Santa Maria Councilman 
Dan Firth as chairman, and Supervisor 
Daniel G. Grant, of Goleta Valley, as vice- 
chairman. 
— Received copy of letter from Clawson 
sent to HUD officials in Los Angeles 
replying to charges by Isla Vistan Richard 
Duprey that South Coast-Santa Ynez Valley 
water-sewer element study hadn t gotten 
enough public scrutiny and participation 
prior to council’s approval of engineering 
plan supporting it. Clawson said there had 
been as much public participation as was 
possible.

A revised county government overtime 
policy goes before the Board of Supervisors 
for approval shortly. 
Lifting of the cash payment “ freeze."

more than 2.300 employees. 


At the same time, more than 200 
employes now exempt from definite 
overtime benefits, will qualify for compen­ 
satory time off when overtime work is 
approved by department heads. These 
include certain executive, administrative, 
professional and supervisory forces. 


While the “ freeze" was on, county 
employes working overtime could only 
claim compensatory time off at time and 
one half Cash overtime payments at time

organization will soon distribute petitions seeking 15,000 
signatures to have the matter qualify tor the ballot. 
“ We need 10 per cent of the registered voters in the 
county," declared Koupal. 
He said environmental and other organizations in the 
county have just agreed to open drives to obtain the 
signatures needed. 
He said, if the initiative effort is successful, it will: 
—Save the coast for agriculture and recreation. 
—Declare Rt. 1 a scenic highway. 
—Require that any power plant must go to vote ol the 
people. 
-Require that nuclear power plants not be permitted for 


five years. 
Koupal said he understood a “ fairly large segment of 
the South Coast area from Carpinteria to Pt. Conception is 
“ already in the hands of oil companies. 
This and other 
privately-owned coastal lands would be affected by the 
coastal protection initiative, from mean high tide to one 
mile inland. 
Koupal has already begun to shake up the state ol 
California. 
Before carrying on current campaigns to put coastal 
protection initiatives on 1972 Primary ballots in many 
counties, he performed what is regarded as a near mu acle. 
"People’s Lobby" volunteers secured more than 325.000 
signatures on an initiative petition to qualify the Clean 
Environment Act" on the state's June ballot next year 
"It's a shotgun blast at pollution, said Koupal. 
He felt the proposed ban on new offshore oil drilling 
would have a special appeal to citizens of Santa Barbara 
area and other coastal communities fearing oil spills.

The youth 
fired once through the door, hitting Harvey 
in the arm. then stepped inside and fired 
again, striking Harvey in the chest. 
Harvey’s wife, Mary, 46, rushed in from 
the kitchen and the gunman shouted. 
“ Trick or treat," then shot her in the chest, 
killing her instantly. 


Harvey was hospitalized in satisfactory 
condition. 
Melvin Moore, 18, Chicago, was beaten to 
death in his home Saturday night during a 
Halloween party. Police said Moore was 
apparently killed by another youth during 
an argument over a 25-cent admission 
charge for the party.

After the debate is over 


Voting turns students off

MANSFIELD, 
Conn. 
— 
(NEA 
The controversy 
began last summer. The is­ 
sue 
was 
whether 
newly 
franchised college students 
should stick to their home 
towns or be allowed to reg­ 
ister and vote in the com- 
nuiniti<‘b where they attend 
school. 
Angry 
debate 
howled 
across the nation. 
The question was of par­ 
ticular concern in college 
towns. 
Especially 
college 
towns where the students 
outnumber t h e residents. 
Here m Mansfield, for ex­ 
ample. home of the Univer­ 
sity of Connecticut, there are 
fewer than 5,000 regularly 
eligible voting citizens, but 
as many as 11,500 potential 
voters 
on 
campus. 
(The 
school population is 15,000; 
but at least 3,500 students 
live outside Mansfield.) 
When Mansfield officials 
were advised they would 
have to permit all or any 
of the students to register, 
there was at least a little 
pain and wonderment. 


Grumped one town father: 
“ The hippies and colored 
kids will take us over.’’ 


As it turned out, however, 
the fears, as well as the 
controversy, seem to have 
been greatly exaggerated. 
And the “ hippies and colored 
kids" comment seems all 
the more asinine. Accord­ 
ing to the Mansfield voting 
registrar, college registra­ 
tion here this autumn was 
“ very light ” almost insig­ 
nificant. 
We don’t classify 
people by occupations,” says 
the voting official, “ so I 
can’t tell how many students 
have registered. But certain­ 
ly not more than a couple 
hundred.” 


A couple hundred Out of 
11.500 potentially eligible. It 


works out to less than two 
per cent. Thus the regulars 
of this particular college 
town will go into November 
elections still firmly in con­ 
trol of their own balloted 
destinies 


And so, it appears, will 
most and probably all resi­ 
dents of the other college 
communities in the nation. 
No firm polling of registra­ 
tion has yet been made on 
any national scale, but a 
quick check of some small­ 
ish university towns indi­ 
cates students are nowhere 
flocking to take over the es­ 
tablished vote power. 


For example. Last sum­ 
mer a group of young law­ 
yers from the American Bar 
Association 
studied 
voter- 
student populations in col­ 
lege towns across the coun­ 
try. They determined (in a 
report never made public) 
that there were many col­ 
lege communities which 
were vulnerable to a stu­ 
dent voter takeover. Among 
them: Mansfield; Clemson, 
N.C. (Clemson University); 
Black sb u rg , Va 
(VPI); 
Grambling, La. (Grambling 
College) and Alfred, N.Y. 
(Alfred University). At re­ 
cent look, none of these 
towns has registered stu­ 
dents in significant num­ 
bers. The Mansfield figures 
are above; two of the other 
towns refuse student regis­ 
tration by law; and officials 
in Blacksburg and Alfred 
report student registration 
has been “ quiet.” 


This isn’t to say student 
registration on all campuses 
has 
been 
anemic 
these 
weeks before the off-year 
election 
The voting regis­ 
trar 
in Gainesville, 
Fla., 
says that as many as 5.0U0 
oi the University of Florida's 
20.000 have signed up. 
But in the smaller towns, 
such as State College, Pa., 


the dreaded “ student take­ 
overs” have simply not ma­ 
terialized. State College has 
5,000 residents. The school 
there (Penn State) has 27,000 
students — less than 700 of 
whom have registered. 


And so the new question 
(new controversy?) is why? 
Why, after all the debate- 
demand, have so many stu­ 
dents 
ignored 
their 
new 
privilege0 The answer, in 
Mansfield anyway, seems to 
be rooted in the ancient 
curse of democracy: apathy. 


Not long ago, residents of 
Mansfield turned out in thin 
numbers to a Town Meeting 
to vote on the 1871-72 com­ 
munity budget. Only 119 
regular citizens showed and 
according to the town’s first 
selectman (mayor): “ I only 
saw 
one 
student 
among 
them. The kids just aren’t 
interested in local issues.” 
In 
November, Mansfield 
will elect nine city council- 
men, some board of educa­ 
tion members, a few zoning 
and planning officials. But 
ho hum, says U-Conn stu­ 
dent editor Steve Morin: 
“ It’s not like trying to get 
rid of Nixon, or going to 
bat for Ralph Nader. The 
local 
elections just 
don’t 
hold any drama for stu­ 
dents.” 
Next year, says Morin, 
and other students, the vote 
registration story could be 
different. The hint is that 
“ the real election,” as stu­ 
dents call it, will bring stu­ 
dents flocking to the Mans­ 
field registration books» But 
will they take over the town 
vote power then? Will they 
put the “ hippies and colored 
kids” in control? It’s unlike­ 
ly. “ I’ve observed students 
on this campus for years,” 
says 
one 
staff 
member. 
“ And I’ve concluded that 
given the opportunity they 
will put at least as many 
dull do-nothings in office as 
their parents have.”

India-Pakistan crisis 


UNITED NATIONS - In the 
China vote in the United Nations all 
the amiguities and uncertainties of 
America as power broker were 
painfully evident. It is a role that 
shames the America that once stood 
before the world as the last best 
hope of earth. 
To play the power game you must 
play for keeps and not threaten to 
pick up the marbles if you lose. The 
loud threats 
coming 
out 
of 
Washington to cut down the U N. are 
the chddish reaction of a loser 
frustrated because he did not get his 
way. It 
is 
symptomatic of 
a 
developing and dangerous trend 
toward retreat and seclusion. 
The power game 
as played in the U. 
N. has reduced that 
unwieldy 
body to 
virtual 
impoence. 
In 
the 
warlike 
confrontation 
between India and 
Pakistan, a crisis of 
far 
g re a te r 
magnitude 
than 
China, the U. N. sits 
silent and helpless. 
American 
policy 
suffers 
from 
a 
similar 
drift 
— 
approaching paraly­ 
sis. 
The sequence of trial and inertia 
is highly significant of the state not 
alone of the U. N. but of the big - 
power world 
In July Secretary 
General U Thant sent a letter to the 
Security Council pointing to the 
growing 
likelihood 
of 
conflict 
between the two states — one 
Moslem, the other largely Hindu. 
Up to this writing no permanent 
member 
of 
the 
council 
has 
responded. 
In the three following months 
Thant's warning has been shown to 
be a modest understatement. A war 
of shelling and guerrilla skirmish is 
already a fact on the border between 
India and East Pakistan The seeds 
of growth to a full scale conflict are 
m this irregular beginning 
The flood of refugees from East 
Pakistan into India is on a scale 
never before seen The figure of 
Yesteryears

While he 
cannot speak for attribution, the 
report he gives of the scenes of 
despair he witnessed makes the 
news accounts pale by comparison. 
This 
is 
documented 
with 
photographs of children at the point 
of death from starvation and disease 
that are more harrowing than the 
horrors of Biafra. 
Whpt then is to be done’> No one 
here in this bankrupt organization is 
courageous enough to come out with 
the obvious short - term answer: 
feeding and medical help on a scale 
not yet contemplated. With arrears 
running 
into 
many 
millions, 
including debts owed bv certain of 
the big powers, where the money 
might come from is another matter. 
For the long term the refugees 
must go back to their homes across 
the Pakistan border. But. with 
martial law and an underground 
civil war, this looks impossible, 
short of the kind of intervention 
implying at least a degree of unity 
among the non - communist and 
Communist powers. A week ago 


Thant, now a lame duck since his 
term expires at the year s end. sent 
a direct appeal to both India and 
Pakistan. Thus far there has been no 
response. 
The impediments are great. India 
clings to a pretense that outside aid 
in any volume is unnecessary. 
President Yahya Khan of Pakistan 
trumpets the Moslem cause, with 
overtones ol a religious war forcing 
out all Hindus. This is an echo of the 
fearful
